) To THE Cine NS OF WENTWORTH :— 


The School Board having in charge the supervision of 
the schools in Wentworth for the year ending March i 
1891, submit the following report: 

We have endeavored to ‘furnish the pupils with thorough- 
ly efficient and practical instructors. -Having visited the 
schools each term we think the pupils have made commend- 
able improvement in their studies and deportment. The 
teachers bave bee successful in the management of their 
schools, with but little dissatisfaction on the part of parent 
or pupil. | 

We are grateful for the interest shown by the patrons in 
the welfare of the scholars by their frequent visits to the 
school room. Itis the best method to obtain accurate 
knowledge of the management by the teacher and the work 
Bebouipliched by the Pipa it also stimulates and encour- 
ages both to greater effort. 


‘We have spent much time in selecting new text books 


that would best meet the wants of our schools, and have 
reduced the old varieties to one kind in each department. 


This will enable teachers to have fewer and larger classes, 


to devote more time to each recitation. f 

With few repairs our school houses will comfortably ac- 
commodate all in attendance, except the one known as the 
Foster school house, which is not suitablee A new one 
must be built, or some other method adopted for the accom- 
modation of scholars in that locality. 

Stanyan hall can be cheaply purchased fora graded 
school, which would be beneficial to education in this town.
